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Walks, Talks, and Observations among Fruit- 
growers. 3 


By appointment we have. met this 
morning at “Strawberry Corner.— 
This is no imaginary place and from 
it I hope many a farmer, large and 
small, will get a Strawberry of the 
largest and most delicious character. 
Sir Isaue Wulton—England’s cele- 
brated philosophical Angler, has said, 
“Doubtless God might have made, but 
doubtless God nover did make a bets 
ter berry than the Stawberry.” Lit- 
tle did Sir Isaac dream of the glorious 
future that was in store for that berry 
and of the good it was destined to cons 
vey to the millions then unborn, Lit- 
tle did he dream of the life giving 
powers to all the enterprises of man- 
‘kind, that it possessed. When he ut- 
tered that sentence its position among 
the fruits of the earth was a very hum- 

le.one._ It was retiring in its babits 

and was known only to w“pen-mf. 
children of men. Occasionally it 
would crop out in some nook or cove 
in a meadow land or in somo- quict 
shaded spot by the road side, to cheer 
the weary traveler. And as it has 
shown itself as possessing more than 
was dreamed of in Sir Isaac's philos- 
ophy, so in the future it may develop 
more than is dreamed of in our phil- 
osophy. 

Practical Worker comes in and afa 
ter acting the part of a silent listener, 
becomes nervous-antsays-:—'we-earo 
nothing about” Sir isine nor the~pox 
sition of the berry before we were 
born--it is its present we want to know 
something about. We have seen’ it 
shipped by the thousands of quarts 
and heard most enthusiastic antl purse 
filling reports*of its returns of the one 
thing needful, and what we want to 
understand or have discussed, is the 
tine to plant (the sooner the better,) 
for we want some of the money. Be 
patient, Practical Worker and we 
will endeavor to set you on the right 
track, for on this depends to a consid- 
erable extent, your success in estab- 
lishing a Strawberry plantation. The 
gencral practice is to ‘plant in the 
Spring—in this locality a few persons 
have planted in the fall and been suc- 
cessful in getting plants to live—oth- 
ers have not bad so good success. It 
has not been practiced to any consid- 
erable extent. Some bave tried Suin- 
mer planting, but to no satisfactory 
result. I know of onè and only 
which was a success, and that was put 
out in the month of August 186), 
when it was raining two or three times 
a week, Ordinarily however, all such 
efforts have proved failures. When 
Strawberries are being shipped by the 
hundreds of bushels and the money 
comes rolling into the pockets of the 
shippers by the hundreds, yes thou 
sans, then the inan who has no ber- 
ries, feeling in his pockets for money 
and finding none, resolves to have a 
crop next year. ‘The idea of waiting 
two years for the delight of having 
his hundreds too, is out of the question 
—having heard that Mr. E. or C. or 
P. set out in the Fall, or read in some 
journal that Mr. or Dr. M——, set 
vut at that season and gathered n nice 
crop of berries the next year, he re 
solves to follow their example. He 
docs not wait to hear the othor side. 
The failures which aro strewn along 
the path of Wall planting expecting to 
gather a crop of fruit the next year, 
are overlooked. Remember my friend 
you are not tho first to eoncieve such 
a plan—it has been tried long before 
you and is well nigh abandoned by all 
large and successful growers. Some 
whom you knowfony have had partial 
success in gathering n crop from Fall 
planting, but must remember he is an 
oll hand at the business and knows 
what he is duing, while you bavo not 
taken your first lesson. Better “make 
haste slowly." Start with that which 
has been tested and proven a success, 
and when you have mastered that you 
may venture to experiment, Fall 
planting has been thoroughly tested 
all over tho lund during the 25 or 30 
years of Strawberry culture for mar- 
ket and in almost 99 cases ont of eve 
ry 109, proven failures, until the wise, 
prudentand almost successful growers 
oll over the land, plant only in the 
Spring, except perhaps, a few of sone 

new varicty claiming a, position for 
honors. I know soino plant growers 
when asked as to tho proper time to 
proper time to plant will tell you, 
plant either Fall or Spring, I know 
writers too who oftimes are mere the- 
orists, that will answer you the same. 

Visit the first at his home and ask him 

when he plants, andeho will answer, 

“Oh I plant in the Spring.” Visit 

tho second and ask to seo his plants 

and at most you muy find him with 25 

or 80 plants of different varictics, with 

which he is experimenting and having 
only a few he caf water them well and 
at little expense, if it should be dry, 
and easily protect, them” from the 
scorching rays of a hot Sun and if ho 
succeeds in keoping them alive and 
gathering a gooil yicld of fruit tho 
next Summer, then it is heralded in 
the columns of his or some journal, all 
| over the land. ‘Tho accret of his suc- 
coss is kept to himself—we know only 
of the result without knowiig how it 


ee neo z : 
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has been attained and the ignorant or 
over anxious and impatient to realize 
are induced to purchaso in the Fall, 
say September or Octobor and if it 
should have been a dry hot Summer- 
the plants are focbler and but illy pre, 
pared to stand tho drought which may 
and often dees visit. us during those 
months. consequently he will lvose 
one-half or more of his plants and 
those which may live,, being focble 
when put out, mako little or no growth 
and the next Spring instead of having 
fine healthy fruit promising plants, 
thev have a fine carly growth of grass 
and weeds stimulated by Fall plowing 
and mantring. 

Mere we will leave this subject— 
when we meet again at the corner, we 
will consider the varieties best adapts 
ed to our soils for market purposes.

Were as expensive as the siduboardy of 


Spanish walnut so much adm’red in 
the great exhibition at London.

Mirrors were made 
of polished silver: Glass euttors could 
imitate the colors of precious stones 
so well that the Portland vase, from 
the tomb of Alexander Severns, was 
long considered asa genuine sardonyn ;

stone. The palace of Nero glittered 
with goid and jewe's. Perfumes and 
flowers were showered from ivory 
ceilings. The halls of Hoeliogabulus 
were bung with cloth and gold enrich- 
ed with jewelry. His beds were sil- 
ver, and his table of gold. Tiberius 
gave a million of sesterces fur a pic- 
turo for his bedroom. A banquet 
dish of Disilks weighed five hundred 
pounds of silver. The cups of Dresus 
were of goll, Tunics wese embroi- 
dered with the figures of various ani- 
mals, Paulina wore jewels when she 
paid visits, valued at $35,000. Driuk- 
ing cups were engraved with scenes 
from the pocts. Libraries were adoru- 
ed with busts and presses of rare wood. 
Sofas were inlaid with tortoise shell, 
and covered with gorgeous purple.— 
The Roman grandees rode in gilded 
chariots, bathed in marble baths,dined 
from golden plate, drauk from crystal 
cups, slept on beds of down, reclined 
on luxurious couches, wore embroid-~ 
ered robes, and adorned with procious 
stones; they ransacked the earth and 
sen for rare dishes for their banquets, 
and ornamented their houses with car- 
pels from Babylon, onyx cups from 
Bithynia, marble frum ~ Nutinia, 
bronzes from Corinth, statues from 
Athens—whatever, in short, was pres» 
cious and curious in most countries,—

DREADFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 


While the chimes of the bells of Trinity 


Church rang out yesterday anthems of 


peace and happiness to men, and the clear 
sky resounded to their echo, poor humanity 
maimed, bleeding. and dying—over one 
hundred men, women, ang children—lay 
in the First Precinct Station-hause, the 
victims of a terrible boiler explosion on the 
river. The large Staten Island ferry-boat 
Westfield, runing an extra trip between the 
usual hourly voyages of the Staten Island 
ferry line, lay at the slip foot of White- 
hall street with 200 souls on board, The 
beauty of the day allured men, women, on] 
children from their crowded home te breathe 
the pure sea air, and sec the happy country 
removed from the dirt and dust of city 
rtrects. Over two hundred were on the 
boat ; the captain, Isaac Vreeland, was at 
his post, the gang-plank was just hauled 
in,-when, about 1:30 oclock, there was a 
terrible thunderous crash, and the vessel 
was in an instant a wreck. The boiler, a 
huge one, bad exploded, the whole forward 
deck was torn up, dcad and dying lay 
mangled on the ruins ofthe vessel, and the 
thick cloud ofsculding steam rising up from 
the huil and clinging to the bloody planks 
kept the few who were aftand on the dock 
from seoing mangled bodies hurtling 
through the air and falling with a heavy 
splash into the murky = river—their grave. 
Tho police of tho First Precinct were 
speedily on hand, reserves were called from 
various precincts, ambulances were pro- 
cured, aud the sufferers wero taken first 
to the station-house, then to the Park 
Tospital and Bellevue Hospital. where all 
that inedical ekill could do to alleviate their 
sufferings and gave their lives was done. 
Crowds of men and women gathered vut- 
side the hospitals, scoking to identify lost 
or missing relatives. and excitement ran 
high through the city. Over one hundred 
ersons were wounded, and over forty kil- 
ed, while a large nuinber are missing 
But ofthe wounded many will dic, and the 
number of killed by the terrible tragedy 
will probably reach soventy-five. ‘Tle 
secnes at the various places of interest, 
etatements of survivors and sufferers, the 
dead at the Morguc, and a complete list of 
oe woundcd, will bo found. following 
this.

Men searched in vain for their wives and 
children, women for their husbands, child- 
ren for their parents, and their cries and 
lamentations, together with the groans of 
the wounded and dying, rose above all the 
tumult and confusion, and mado tha most 
slout-hearted shudder. When the excite- 
ment and terror were at their height an 
nlarm-of fire was raised, as it was supposed 
the boat had taken fire, and this served to 
add to the. confusion aud terror of tho 
scone. 


TO TIF RESCUE, 


Tho first on the ground after the ex- 
plosion was a detachment of polico under 
Sergeant Reid. of the First Precinct, and 
these were quickly followed by a force of 
firemen, who had promptly responded to 
the alarm of fire, The firemen stretche 
their hose through the ferry gates, and kept 
the engines ready to work ata moment's 
notice should fire break-out on the boat. 
The firemen, under assistant engincer 
Monroe aud the police, at once ses to work 
rescuing und removing the dying and 
wounded, and’ in these efforts they wero 
nobly assisted by a swarm of Whitehall 
boatmen, who volunteered their services 
and never ceased until every person was 
removed from the ill-fated ferry-boat A 
navy of small boats, manned hy sturdy 
boatinen, hovered ubout the seene and did 
yeoman service in rescuing from a watery 
grave thosc of the passengers who had been 
blown overboard: .Waage vasuebe and 


J vehicles of every descrjption wore pressed 


into the service by the polico. and as soon 
as a wounden’passenger was removed from 
the boat he or she was removed with all 
possible haste to the New street police sta- 
tion. Inthe meantime Sergeant Banfield 
had telegraphed to the Park Hospital for 
the ambulauce, which arrived ina few 
moments, but thedead, dying, and wounded 
camc in s0 tbiclĝ, thatthe sergeant found 
it necessary to telegraph forall the am- 
bulances from Bellevue Hospital, In tho 
meantime the nuws of tho oppaliink 
catastrophe had spread through the neigh- 
borhood, and Drs Shine, Merrill. Andrews 
aad several other physicians residing in the 
lower fart of the city rushed to tle spot 
and volunteered their services in dressing 
the wounds and alleviating the terrible suf- 
ferings of the unfortunate passengers. 
Large supplies of oil and line water and 
bundles of lint were procured from the 
neighboring drug stores, andthe doctors 
were busy in the service of humanity. bind- 
ing up the wounds and assuaging the tor- 
ments from which the doomed people were 
suffering.

the ameljoration of lung discases, and 
has Written-a book In illustration of his be. 
lief, and av a gnide to those who act upon 


‘his views. To account for the.salubrity of. 


tho air of Minnesota, Mr. Bill has devised 
or adopted a novel but plausible theory of 
the climatclogy of the United States. ft 
fa that’our prevailirg winds are from the 
west, and are healthful and invigorating. 
But on the Northorn Atlantic coast theso 
west winds are met by northeast winds, 
“noist aud chilly from the ice-fields of the 
ocean further nérth, which overcome them 
during,the winter and spring. Tho const 
is exposed to frcquent changes of temper- 
ature, in which n penetrating chilling cold 
revails, and operates. severely on weak 
Coates. Tho region‘of the direct range of 
the east winds corresponds closely with that 
in which consumption is most fatal. It 
extends tothe neighborhood of Fortress 
Monrve, and two or three hundred miles 
iuto the interior, 
In the Mississippi Valley, the northeast 
' winds alternate with the hot . cnervating 
winda which blow up from the Mexican 
Gulf as well as with the normal west winds. 
The cast winds chill, the south winds 
weaken the body, and there are not enough 
of the west winds to restore tone to the 
system, Hence, those who have consump 
tion, cr the seeds of it, do pot recover iu 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Tho west winds, on the Pacific coast, 


. blow, liko our cast winds. from the ocean, 


and are damp and cool, They are thor- 
oughly dried out, however, in crossing the 
mountaios and plains. and blow salubri 
ously in Minnesota. In this favored place 
the cast winds of the Atlautic have no 
_ foros The air is bracing, highly oxygen- 
Feed, and vever chilly in the coldest weather. 
The Gulf winds have turned toward the 
5 Feaching this latitydo, nnd there 
Mpg toimpairthe tone of the at- 
erc, which, says Mr. Bill, “in the 
winter is like a wine, so exhilarating are 
its effects an the system, while its extreme 
drynces and elasticity preyent any discom- 
fort from the cold which is such a bugbear 
to many.” The summer is hotter than in 
other regions in a corresponding latitude, 
bnt the atinosphore is stil} dry, aud the 
heat is not oppressive.

Drought the'verses fifty pounds : aud upon 
reading the uczt stanza, he ordered the 
sum to be doubled. The steward was no 
less surprised than his inaster, and thought 
it bis duty to make some delay iù exccus- 
den and lavish a bouuty, bat up- 
an reading one stanga more, Siduey rais- 
ad his gratuity to two hundred poupds,and 
commanded the steward to give it imme- 
diately, lest, as he read further, he might 
be tompted to give away his wholo estate.” 
Spenser, in time, was chosen poct lau- 
reate ; but it was “an outward lionor for 
an inward toil.” Elizabeth’s Lord High 
Treasurer neglected, if he did not ill-use 
the poet.

Influence of Climate upon Man. 


At a recent meeting of a Now York olub 
some interesting remarks were- made on 
this subject. Man, in his delusion, anid a 
speaker, generally opposes his dependency 
upon nature. Being himself her child. be 
thinks that no impression iv strong enough 
to leave a durable effect upon him, Bat 
experience teaches the very opposite, -It 
shows that man, ton certain’ extent, was 
always subject totho climate, Itis not 
generally known, but it is novertholess 
true, that a puro, npdejitily dry nir' gen- 
erally produces great mental sprightliness, 
especially with fullblooded persons. A 
cloudy and moist atmosphere, on the other 
hand, producea mental relaxation and. with 
many, melancholy, This explains ‘why 
suicides 80 often happen when the sky is 
overcast. The depressed mental, stato is 
thus further enhanced. Villenouve reports 
that of every ten suicides which were com- 
mitted in Paris during two years, nine took 
place in the rainy scason. Tho influenco 
of the climate is also. well exemplified in 
the ense of mountaincers. They are quicker 
more active, and excitable. 

From the unequal uction upoa the body, 
and its reaction upon the mind, the 
character of various nations mny bo ex- 
plained. à 

Tho influence ofa moist atmosphere is 
strikingly illustrated fa tbe caseof in 
dividnals who have ‘bocn weakoned’ by 
provious illness, from the great number of 
suicides committed af the closo of the year 
1828, in the Dutch places’ Groningen an 
Sneck. Moet of the unfortunates bad auf- 
fered from the epidemics of 1826 and 18?7. 
In the city of Snook, with 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, not less than four suicides took placo 
in ono week, and among those was a. boy 
of eight years. 

Tho Swiss naturalist. Desor, in a recent 
essay, dcecribes the climate of North Amer- 
ica as very changeablo and dry. After 
having oxplaincd a number of phenomena 
produced by the climate in ganeral,: bo 
depicts its influence upon the ‘inhabitants 
of this country. Ho derives from the climnte 
his activity, ncttoness, his tall stature, his 
eagerness for gain, bis practical tnlent,and 
his love of-adventure.

Mr. Wide Awake, how is the straw- 
berry patch looking ? Have you been 
busy in it, cleaning ot ond suv 
down the young grass and weeds whic 
have come to the surface since the 
rains? If not, then those fiue plants 
will suffer in the effort to separate 
them, and if not cleaned out now, you 
must not expect a fine yield of fruit 
next year, for nothing is more certain 
than that two crops cannot grow and 
thrive in the same place at the sume 
time. agate i ees 

Impenctrability is one of the pro- 
perties of matter, and Strawberries ure 
not an exception. If we would have 
a fine crop of berries we must enrich 
the land and keep down all growths 
except that for which we manured.— 
We cannot encouruge a fine growth 
of grass and weeds and grow gooil 
strong plants with well developed 
fruit crowns, without which we will 
look in vain for a large yicld of ber- 
rics. I can show you a patch of 6000 
plants bought at $5, per thousand and 
set out last April, which three weeks 
ago was cntirely overgrown with grass 
aid weeds so thut you could not see 
the plants. They had just been bar- 
plowed and the owner hoped to clean 
it out, but as they were then having 
rain almost every day, the prospect 
for doing so was gloomy. Let the grass 
get tho start of you and then if there 
comes a wet spell, alas! alas! for the 
poor strawberry plant. The only sure 
way ig not to let the grass get started. 
Keep them clean by stirring the sur- 
face frequently, This is ial more 
easily and cheaply than by waiting for 
the grass to get started.

Wo should bear in mind that for 
profit, the fruit which yields well and 
looks well is the most profitable to the 
growor—fine qualities and rich. flavor 
are but secondary considerationg. to 
commission men, for they dispose of 
most of our fruits in large quantitias 
and if they make a.good appearance 
on being opened they go off rapidly 
and at good prices. 

Tho Wilson's Albany is the berry 
for the mass of growers, for it does 
well under moderate culture and will 
bear high culture and make returns 
in proportion. I have known it to 
yicld ut the rate of 13,000 quarts per 
acre. A friend gathered this ycar 
8,000 quarts per acre, or 40,000 qts., 
from 5 acres. These are premium 
crops and must nòt be expected by 
growers generally. The average from 
this berry on plantations covering 750 
acres for the year 1869 was 2000 
quarts. 

Taking this berry then, all in all, it 

the farmers berry and will yield him 
five times what our corn crops will 
yield us on the samo lands.

Allow me to correct several errors 
in an item concerning old Spring Hill 
Church, in your Inst issue. Ist. It is 
not a brick Church, it is built of wood 
and ceiled with heart pine. 2d. Itis 
not quite 133 years old, It was built 
in 1772. The old Church at Broad 
CUreck near Laurcl, was built in the 
same year, and that in Salisbury, two 
years previously. 3rd. It was not{built 
by the British Government, but by 
the Colonial Government. Tho ex- 
pense was defrayed by a tux levied 
upon the parish and rackoned at 
so many pounds of tobacco. The cost 
was five hundred and nine ponnds 
(£509). in colonial currency. /The 
same jis truo of these, two churches 
named, though the cost varies a little- 
Broad Crock Church—cost five hun. 
dred and ten peangi, (money, not to~ 
bacco) and Salisbury Church, six hun- 
dred. All these were then in Step- 
ney Parish, and these facts are patti 
cred from the records of that Parish 
now in my hands. The old Church 
at Green Hill was the parish Church, 
and very propably it was that edifice 
you meant to describe, and not old 
Spring Hill.

Since our last, some one has turned 
double, and like Thomaa of oll, ex- 
presses unbelicf as to the existence of 
such a place as Strawberry Corner.— 
I can only say to all such, it has a 
fixed place and almost daily you may 
see some of the members of the club 
there assembled, To-day I am glad 
to find so large a representation of the 
members und of those whom L would 
like to see enrolled in our 
ranks. 

To us, now more thun ever, «the 
world’s command is exiveant—that is 
forward. That command was first al- 
tered by Moses and through preeeed-

What we want now, is to hear some- 
thing of that subject which was prom- 
ised in our last. Isee my friend, you 
will never be content until yow aro 
surrounded by Wilson's Albany, New 
Jersey Scarlot, Downcr’s Prolific, 
Agriculturalist and Triumph de Gan, 
a family relation from Belgium. 

The berry spoken of last week and 
which wef place first on our list to-day, 
does wel] in all kinds of soil in which 
any fruit will grow and bas: been 
thoroughly tested in this and the ad- 
joining county south of us, <A few 
others of the list have also been test~ 
ed andin the lands of some, have giv- 
en quite as good satisfaction and in 
some soils, even better than the Wil- 
son. You must remember my friends 
that there are some berries which grow 
and fruit well only. on certain kinds 
of soil. Another thing remember, 
the character of the soil has an influ- 
ence iu the coloring up of the Truitt 
and some aro more sensitive in this 
respect than others. The Wilson is 
one of this kind and so true is this of 
that berry that some growers have 
pronounced in favor of other berries. 

The second named in the abovg list 
has been tested at or near this place 
by two years fruiting and with very 
satisfactory result. It originuted in 
New Jersey. Pardes in this county 
who have grown it are so well satisfied 
with it, as to set out more oxtensively 
and oshers have been induced to try 
it too: ‘In the adjoining county south, 
it has been grown much more exten- 
sively and has been fruited three sea- 
sons and their plantations now cover 


acres. ‘Lhe largest grower in the] 


county has 20 or more acres set with 
this berry. ‘The first grown there was 
fruited in 1569 and from one acre of 
plants set out in 1858, 000.00 worth 
of fruit was sold. 

The advantages of this berry are 
its earliness of the yielding of the bulk 
of its crop in afew days so that it is 
nearly over with by the time the bulk 
of the Wilson's go into market and 
while the prices average highest.— 
This berry I can recommend to you, 
having grown it. Tue transplanting 
from N. Jersey to the fine fruit. soils 
of this Eastern Shore seems to have 
improved it, for it grows larger and 
colors up better than in the soils of its 
nativity. Parties going into the fruit 
business I woul] advise to try some 
of them and_ilf-they give satisfaction 
they will be prepared to act more in~ 
telligently in the future. 

Practical Worker whispers in my 
car that for the present you have 
enough upon the subject ofwarictics 
to plant and that the “Corner” having 
found the plants, would like to hear 
something about the soi!s most conge- 
nin! to their growth and the kind of 
manures or fertilizers which have giv- 
cn most satisfaction. This then will 
be the subject for discussion at our 
next meeting.

(BALTIMORE AND OULD RAILROAD.) 
PROM 
BALTIMORE TO SANDUSKY AND RETURN, 
AUGUST 7h, 1971. 


(Continued from last week.) 


As we leave Columbus, and wind 
our way westward passing the flourish- 
ing towns of Mansficll, Nowark and 
Met. Vernon, the wild mountain scen- 
ory is grwlually dissolvoit into that 
ofa fertile prairie country, exten ling 
over thousands of acres, and contains 
inga rich alluvial soil, Our next 
place of destination is Sandusky City, 
the terminus of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. After having sated our ap- 
petites with a hasty epito, we cm- 
barked on the Steamer Jay Cook, for 
Put In Bay Island, on Luke Eric, a 
distanco of 20 miles from Sandusky. 
This Island, tho most beautiful of the 
charming group, which marks the en- 
tranco to Sandusky Bay, contains 
1700 acres, and a population of 400.
